NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 28th May, 2002 

G.S.R 382 (E). —Whereas a draft of certain roles further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955 was published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 
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1954), at page 1 to 3 in the notification of the Government oflndia in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department 
of Health), number G.S.R. 672(E), dated the 17th September, 2001 in the Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) of Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary, dated the 17th September, 2001, inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby till expiry of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing the said notification, were 
made available to the public; 

And whereas, the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on the 19th September, 2001; 

And whereas, objections and suggestions received from the public within the specified period on the said draft 
rides have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now therefore, in exercise of powers conferred by Section 23 of the said Act, the Central Government, after 
consultation with tlie Central Committee for Food Standard, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (3rd Amendment) Rules, 2002, 

(2) They shall come into force after three months from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (hereinafter called as said rules) in rule 3, in sub-rule (2),— 
(a) fortlie Table 1, the following Table shall be substituted, namely:—

(b) in Table II,— 

(l) against entry relating to the Central Food Laboratory, Kolkata, in column (2), in item 1, the following shall 
be added at the end, namely,— 

“(xiv) Jharkhand."; 

(ii) against entry relating to the Central Food Laboratory, Ghaziabad, in column (2), 

(A) in item 1, the following shall be added at the end, namely,— 

“(x) Chhattisgarh; 

(xi) Uttaranchal"; 

(B) in item 2, the following shall be added at the end, namely,— 

“(vi) Uttaranchal.”; 

3. In rule 4, of the said rules, after sub-rule (7), the following shall be inserted, namely,— 

“(8) The fee payable in respect of analysis of samples of imported food analysed in any designated laboratory 
shall be Rs. 3000/- per sample payable by the importer." 

4. In rule 43 A of the said rules, in the Explanation, for the words “by means of any light, sound, smoke or gas”, 
the words,—“by means of any light, sound, smoke, gas, print electronic media, internet or website” shall be 
substituted.
